129 students who received associate degrees or 
certificates 
of completion. He said 
the

three qualities needed in the working world as 
evidenced by their graduation from Navarro. 


Godsey said one of the first qualities is to "set 


an objective and don't lose sight of it. Just look 
at all the drop-outs and the failures; they failed 
to keep their objective in mind." 


The speaker said the graduates demon- 


strated they have the second ability already— 
"theability of continuous application." He said 
nothing can be gained without continous ap- 
plication and that is what has helped the 
graduates succeed in receiving degrees from 
the college. 


"INTERPERSONAL relationships" is the 


third quality Godsey emphasized as the most 
important. "A person needs to work very hard 
to develop and maintain emotional stability 
because most jobs are lost because of the 
inability to get along with the boss or co- 
workers 
rather 
than 
because of in- 


competence," Godsey said.

101-Year Sentence 


AUSTIN (AP) — The Texas Court of 


Criminal Appeals affirmed today the con- 
viction and 101-year prison sentence assessed 
Johnny Eduardo Swift in the stabbing death of 
Hearne bank president H.C. "Jack" Kelly in 
May 1972. 


The case was transferred to McLennan 


County from Robertson County, and Swift, a 
black man, protested that no blacks had served 
on the grand jury commission which selected 
the grand jury that indicted him. 


A lawyer testified that to his knowledge no 


blacks had ever served on the commission al- 
though the county is one-third black. 


But the appeals court said this was not suf- 


ficient to show racial discrimination. 


Kelly, his wife Reo and 19-year-old daughter, 


Nancy Kelly Stovall, were found slain in sep- 
arate bedrooms at Kelly's house in Hearne 
after he failed to show up for work May 17,1972. 
He was president of the Planters' and Mer- 
chants' State Bank. 


Kelly died from two stab wounds in the back, 


according to court records, and his wife had 
been stabbed numerous times and an electric 
cord was wrapped around her neck. Death was 
attributed to strangulation. 


The daughter had been stabbed 16 times, and 


an electric cord also was knotted around her 
neck, which was broken. 


Court Refuses Henley 
AUSTIN (AP) — The Texas Supreme Court 


refused today to hear arguments from lawyers 
for Elmer Wayne Henley Jr. that a San Antonio 
trial judge should be forced to decide im- 
mediately whether to transfer the case a 
second time. 


Henley, 17, is accused in six of the 27 sex 


slayings in Houston last year. 


The high court's ruling was made without a 


written opinion. 


On May 10, Will Gray of Houston, asked the 


high court to let him give full scale arguments 
that publicity surrounding the case in San 
Antonio prevents Henley from getting a fair 
trial. The trial was previously moved from 
Houston to San Antonio on the same grounds. 


The trial is set to begin July 1 and District 


Court Judge Preston H. Dial Jr. in San Antonio 
had refused to rule on the request for a change 
of venue until prospective 
jurors 
were 


questioned about how much they had heard 
about the case. In an effort to get an immediate 
change of venue, defense lawyers brought their 
motion to the Supreme Court. 


Gray gave the San Antonio judge nine af- 


fidavits from residents of Bexar County saying 
they did not believe Henley could get a fair trial 
.there. The state filed four countering affi- 
davits. 


Firing Efforts Ended? 
AUSTIN (AP) — Members of the Texas 


Alcoholic Beverage Commission do not expect 
commission member R.L. Thornton Jr., 
Dallas, to renew his efforts to fire ad- 
ministrator Newt Humphreys Jr. for at least 
another month. 


Commission chairman Tom Gordon, Abilene, 


told the Austin American-Statesman that he did 
not think anything would come of Thornton's 
move last Wednesday, which died because 
neither of the other two commissioners would 
back Thornton.

good faith, and should be acted 
upon at this time." 


However, the board voted 


unanimously to "decline 
to 


accept the resignation at this 
time, and to interview possible 
librarians with a master of 
library science degree to begin 
work Sept. 1," according to a 
motion by Julius Jacobs. 


When asked by members of 


the board if the resignation was 
final, Mrs. Braly replied, "Yes, 
it is final. I feel that it would be 
best for my family and me and 
it's something I must do." Mrs. 
Braly has a son and a daughter 
attending school. 


In spite of this statement, the 


board would not accept her 
resignation at the meeting. Mrs. 
Braley makes $7,800 annually. 


SINCE THE State Library 


System 
has 
said 
that 
a 


professional librarian need not 
be head librarian, Mrs. Braly 
was asked by the board if she 
would remain as head librarian, 
with a MLS degree-holder as 
simply a staff member. 


"I don't feel that this would be 


a very good situation," said 
Mrs. Braly. "I want to take 
myself out of the problem so 
that the board may reach an 
objective viewpoint. Besides, I 
want to devote more time to my 
children. My family is pleased 
about my resigning." 


She added that a librarian 


with a master's degree in 
library science 
would, quite 


naturally, expect to be head 
librarian. 


THE BOARD agreed to begin 
negotiations to find a librarian 
with a MLS degree. A screening 
committee was appointed by 
Mayor Sue Youngblood, who is 
also chairman of the board. 
Julius Jacobs, McAfee Daniel, 
and Mrs. Lynn Sanders, Jr. 
were 
named. 
Mayor 


Youngblood will also serve on 
this committee, 
which will 


review 
applicants 
for 
the 


position. 


A "professional" 
librarian 


must have a MLS degree from 
one of three schools in Texas — 
North Texas State University, 
Texas University, and Texas 
Woman's 
University. 
Other 


universities in the state do not 
meet the qualifications of the 
Texas Library Systems Act, 
which was passed in 1969. 


Under the act, the Corsicana 


library, which was designated a 
Size Two library because of 
number of volumes, number of 
people serviced by the library, 
per capita financing, and other 
considerations, will be dropped 
from 
the system 
unless a 


"professional" 
librarian 
is 


hired by Aug. 31. 


MRS. BRALY has a degree in 


library science 
from North 


Texas but does not have her 
master's degree. 


The board intends to apply to 


Mrs. Patricia 
Smith, coor- 


dinator for the Texas State 
Library, for a list of prospects 
for the position. 


According to Mrs. Braly, a 


plan for compliance must be 
submitted in writing to Mrs. 
Smith. 
Mrs. 
Braly 
also 


suggested the Dallas Public 
Library as a possible source of 
applicants, as it has announced 
that it will serve as a "referral 
agency" to help libraries find 
acceptable applicants. 


According to Mrs. Will Miller, 


there are 10 systems in Texas, 
and the local library is in the 
Dallas system. 


IF THE LOCAL library does 


not comply with regulations, it 
will be dropped from the Texas 
Library System. When asked by 
the board about the benefits of 
the system, Mrs. Braly men- 
tioned 
inter-library 
loans, 


which she said were "very 
useful for reference work, and 
would be much more popular if 
there were more publicity," 
direct gifts from the state of 
books, films, and cassettes, and 
increased cooperation between 
libraries in the system. Also, 
she added, there would be some 
state and federal funding. 


Recycled Service Station May Spring to Life as Pizza Parlor or Shoe Shop

HOUSTON (AP) - Old serv- 


ice stations never die. They 
come back as banks or ham- 
burger joints or used car lots. 


Scores of service 
stations, 


closed by economics or the 
energy crisis, are being recy- 
cled to house other businesses. 


In Houston, former service 


stations are being used to serve 
up pizzas, repaint autos or to 
make small loans. 


There's a good demand on 


the real estate market for the 
closed-down gas stations, says 
Bill Taylor, the Gulf Oil Co. 
marketing manager here. 


"Practically 
everything 


we've closed we have managed 
to sell," he said. 


The Fondren Southwest Bank 


owners converted a former 
Phillips 66 station into what 
bank president Earl 
Cortes 


. calls "very 
workable quar- 


ters." 


"We stayed within the walls 


of the service station," said 
Cortes, "but added offices un- 
der the service canopy. We 
simply filled in walls and used 
the canopy as a roof." 


The bank's comfortable lobby 


was once the three-bay grease 
rack area of the service sta- 
tion. 


Underground gasoline tanks 


were left in place and filled up 
with drilling mud, said Cortes. 


The bank doesn't hide its 


past, but brags in advertise- 
ments that it's "the service sta- 
tion without a shortage." 


Another service station near- 


by was converted into a plant 
nursery. The wide bays and the 
canopy area are ideal for dis- 
playing flowers and 
shrubs. 


The station already had a num- 
ber of water lines installed, but 
instead of filling auto radiators 
the lines now quench the thirst 
of plants. 


Other 
businessmen 
have 


turned service stations 
into 


small diners or pizza parlors. 
Usually the service station of- 
fice becomes a kitchen and the 
dining area is in the bays or 
under the canopy. 


There are also other one-time 


service stations now serving as 
used car lots, auto repainting 
shops and even beauty parlors. 


Oil company officials say that 


more of these ex-service sta- 
tions may become available for 
other uses as the marketing 
trend moves away from "the 
gas station on every corner" 
concept. Self-service and elabo- 
rate full-service stations are ex- 
pected to become the major 
gasoline outlets. 


Self-service style of gas sta- 


tions are becoming popular as 
customers become more con- 
scious of the rising price of 
gasoline. 


"People are willing now to 


pump their own gas to save a 
few cents a gallon," said Tay- 
lor. "People with Cadillacs will 
put it in just like everybody 
else. People have gotten used 
to it over a period of time."

where people watch the little 
animals "race at death defying 
speeds." 


It is a people-armadillo team. 
Each 
people 
contestant 


brings his own beast. They are 
put in an enclosed space with a 
raceway of about 60 feet. 


The race course is 60 feet, 


but armadillos actually run a 
lot farther. Armstrong says it's 
more zigzag route. 


The people—guess you would 


call them coaches—run behind 
their start and shout "Shoo! 
Shoo!" 


But they're not allowed to 


touch the armadillo although 
there is no rule against a con- 
testant turning around and but- 
ting his coach which sometimes 
happens. 


Armadillos don't shoo very 


well, Armstrong says. 


There were 87 contestants 


last year which made a pretty 
good free-for-all. A hundred or 
more were expected this year. 


A contest has been added. It 


is called "Best All-a-round Per- 
son in the World." 


You drop a name in a box 


along with a 10-cent entry fee. 


How is the winner judged? 


Just draw a name. 


"That's just as well as the 


Nobel and Pulitzer Prizes are 
picked," said Armstrong. 


Armstrong says the armadillo 


committee once thought of giv- 
ing the proceeds of "Best All-a- 
round, etc." to a society Arm- 
strong says exists in Houston. 
This organization wants to put 
clothes on all animals to cover 
up their indecent nakedness, he 
says. 


"We decided to keep the 


money, though," Armstrong re- 
counted. 


The exposition makes a con- 


siderable amount for civic en- 
terprises. I^st year the net 
profit was $30,000. Members of 
43 organizations do the work 
free. 


Beer sells for two bits for a 


12-ounce cup. Even at that, the 
sponsors profit $21 a keg. 


Armadillos are nice little ani- 


mals of 10 to 15 pounds covered 
with armor. They range from 
Argentina to Oklahoma. 


They have very strong, short 


legs for digging for insects but 
cannot bite very well since they 
have a small lower jaw. 


They don't cause anyone 


harm, although they might dig 
up a flower garden hunting for 
bugs. Sometimes horses step in 
their burrors. 


Some people have seen the 


funny sight of a coyote or dog 
trying to bite an armadillo 
which has curled up for protec- 
tion. There is no way it can be 
done. Very frustrating. 


The encyclopedia says cur- 


ling is not the beast's favorite 
protective maneuver. If it has a 
few seconds, it can dig a fox- 
hole faster than a soldier under 
artillery fire. 


Banned from the races are 


Argentine armadillos and those 
of 50,000,000 years of age or so. 


Armstrong says Argentine ar- 


madillos grow to 500 pounds. 
That may be just another Vic- 
toria tall tale, but Armstrong 
relates it with a straight face. 


He even knows about the gi- 


ant armadillos of millions of 
years ago. They were called 
glyptodons, he says. 


Armstrong, who has seen 


their fossils in museums, says 
they were about four feet tall, 
three feet across and 12 feet 
long. 


They may have weighed 2,500 


pounds, Armstrong says, which 
would crowd the race enclosure 
considerably. 


One contest was dropped. 
A year ago, there was a First 


Tango in Victoria competition. 


But no one entered, so it be- 


came the Ust Tango in Vic- 
toria.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Judiciary 
Committee 


has reaffirmed the authority of 
Watergate special 
prosecutor 


Leon Jaworski to pursue White 
House tapes though the courts. 


And the White House said 


Tuesday that President Nixon 
is not considering firing Ja- 
worski, a fate that befell his 
predecessor Archibald Cox in 
an earlier controversy 
over 


tapes. 


On Monday Jaworski com- 


plained to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee that, "The President, 
through his counsel, is chal- 
lenging my right to bring ac- 


tion against him to obtain evi- 
dence, or differently stated, he 
contends that I cannot take the 
President to court." 


Presidential attorney James 


U. St. Clair had argued that 
since Jaworski is employed by 
the executive branch he can 
sue the President only if the 
President so wishes, Jaworski 
said Monday. 


The committee's 
resolution 


said the prosecutor "is acting 
within the scope of the author- 
ity conferred upon him by the 
agreement of the President and 
the Department of Justice and 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary Com- 


mittee ... in seeking to obtain 
from the President tape record- 
ings he believes relevant to 
prove or disprove allegations of 
information 
for 
indictments 


awaiting trials in the courts." 


That agreement was made 


after the firing of Cox last Oc- 
tober. Cox was engaged in a 
battle with the White House 
over tapes and Nixon eventual- 
ly turned them over. 


Now, 
Jaworski is seeking to 


• enforce a subpoena for 64 addi- 
tional White House tapes. U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica 
has ordered the White House to 
surrender the tapes to him. 


After 
the Judiciary Com- 


mittee 
meeting, Sen. 
Birch 


Bayh, D-Ind., called the vote 
"an effort to say, 'Mr. Presi- 
dent, back off, live up to the 
promise you made ...'" 


"We've had two special pros- 


ecutors appointed. We've had 
promises of independence given 
in each case," Bayh said and 
added: 


"We've had one special pros- 


ecutor fired and we've had two 
promises of independence vio- 
lated." 


Several senators said that if 


Jaworski is fired steps would 
be taken to resurrect a Senate 


bill creating a special prose- 
cutor independent from the ex- 
ecutive branch. 


At the White House, Deputy 


Press Secretary Gerald L. War- 
ren agreed to be quoted as say- 
ing a Jaworski firing was not 
under consideration. Earlier in 
the news briefing he had turned 
rsicle similar questions. 


Meanwhile, 
the 
House 


Judiciary Committee, contin- 
uing its impeachment inquiry, 
heard the tape of the key 
March 21, 1973, talk between 
Nixon and then-White House 
counsel John W. Dean III. 


Some committee Democrats 


said the tape, continuing dis- 
cussion of payments to keep 
Watergate burglar E. Howard 
Hunt Jr., quiet, is the most 
damaging evidence they have 
heard against Nixon. 


In other Watergate develop- 


ments: 


—U.S. District Court Judge 


Gerhard Gesell said he might 
sign a subpoena to give former 
Nixon aides access to their pri- 
vate files still at the White 
House. Gesell commented dur- 
ing hearings on motions by de- 
fendants in the break-in of Dan- 
iel Ellsberg's psychiatrist's of- 
fice. 


—The Senate gave its Water- 


gate committee another month, 
until June 30, to complete its 
investigation.

of Texas. After college, Crowley 
served 21 years in the Air 
Force, spending time at the

spheres," the Deseret News 
story noted. 


The former Corsicanan is 


quoted in the story as ex- 
pressing his belief the Society of 
Mining Engineers will within 
three to five years construct a 
new headquarters building of its 
own in Salt Lake City. 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) 
— Protestant 
strikers 


tightened their stranglehold on 
Northern Ireland's economy to- 
day with a ban on fuel dis- 
tribution. They claimed abso- 
lute control of the British prov- 
ince. 


The eighth day of almost to- 


tal industrial disruption follow- 
ed a night in which machine 
gun fire and a bomb blast 
wounded four teen-age girls in 
two attacks blamed on Protes- 
tant extremists. Extra troops 
were alerted in Britain to be 
ready to reinforce the 16,000- 
man force already in Ulster. 


The fuel ban took effect at 


midnight. A few service sta- 


tions remaining open Tuesday 
night filled cars. 


Leaders of the general strike 


said oil and gasoline would be 
allowed only for essential serv- 
ices such as hospitals and pub- 
lic utilities still operating. 


William Craig, leader of the 


hardline 
Vanguard Unionist 


party, told newsmen: "We are 
in effective control of the coun- 
try. We certainly control the si- 
news of life in the community." 


A lieutenant, Glenn Barr, 


look an even tougher line: "We 
could set up a provisional gov- 
ernment if we took the notion. 
We have the power to govern in 
our hands." 


He has emerged as the brain 


behind the strike called last 
week to gain reversal of con- 
cessions made to Ulster's Ro- 
man 
Catholic minority that 


strike leaders saw as steps to- 
ward unification with the Irish 
Republic. The republic is a 
Catholic state. 


The first demand of the strik- 


ers is for provincial elections 
by next fall. Their leaders be- 
lieve this would demonstrate 
overwhelming 
opposition 
to- 


ward Irish unity. 


Barr is a member of the 


Northern Ireland provincial as- 
sembly, but his real power 
stems from his role as coor- 
dinator of militant Protestant 
groups. 


After a government attempt 


failed Tuesday to get heavily 
guarded workers back on the 
job at Harland and Wolff ship- 
yards—Belfast's 
main 
in- 


dustry—Barr 
told newsmen: 


"We are prepared to do any- 
thing to save the province from 
being taken over by republi- 
cans." 
Strike leaders threat- 


ened to cripple gas, water and 
sewage services if the govern- 
ment tried to put troops into 
electric power plants now oper- 
ating at one-third capacity.
